CMT Christmas movie shot 
at local vet clinic

Krebs Veterinary Clinic was transformed into a scene 
from right out of the movies this past weekend—and 
rightfully so. 

Corkscrew Media, a production company based in 
Calgary, was in Didsbury to shoot a half hour 
Christmas special for CMT.

The director of “Donner Down," Joel Stewart, said he 
was inspired to write the story after spending a 
Christmas at his wife’s family farm just outside of 
Didsbury one year. “On Christmas Eve years ago my 
cat got sick and while 1 was on my wav to taking him 
to the vet I started thinking. ‘1 wonder what else hap¬ 
pens on Christmas Eve [at the vet),'" he laughs, “and so 
I wrote this story about five or six years ago." 

The special stars Canadian country musicians Jessie 
Farrell, Aaron Lines, country legend Willie Mack, musi¬ 
cian Kelly Jay (former member of the band Crowbar) 
and actor Victor Atelevich. 

“Christmas is usually the only time of year that we 
can do these kinds of things with country musicians," 
said executive producer Brent Kawchuk, adding that 
since it was for CMT it was a great chance to have the 
musicians involved. 

Kawchuk said that they had scouted other towns to 
shoot the movie such as Black Diamond, Strathmore 
and areas around Bragg Creek but having had contact 
with Gord Krebs through the University of Calgary, 
Kawchuk said that the clinic was a perfect location in 
terms of the space in the clinic - and the town 

Stewart said that not only was the space perfect but 
“on a spiritual level" it was a perfect setting. “All the 
projects I’ve done out here have always turned out well 
and there’s a certain vibe when we work out here...and 
so when it came down to an option...‘karmically’ it just 
felt like the right thing to do." Stewart has also direct¬ 
ed a couple of Paul Brandt videos out in the Didsbury 
area as well, lb* added that lu 1 would much rather 
shoot in small towns than the big cities,. “People are 
more open to it...I think being away from our 
homes...it gives us a chance to bond and focus on the 
work." 

Although the actors were on a tight schedule work¬ 
ing long hours over the four days while on location, 
Kelly Jay. the actor who plays Santa, had a chance to 
check out the- town. “The people are all very pleasant, 
lovely people." Jay visited tin* Zion thrift store' and 
managed to pick up some Elvis Presley memorabilia.

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Local Nordic skier strives for Olympic gold

If all gix*s well over the next year and a half, lix-al skier Sean 
Van Es could become ( arstairs' connection to the 2010 
Vancouver Olympic games. 

Sean, 19, is a Nordic combined skier and has l>een since lie 
first saw the sjmhI on TV when he was 13 years old. 

“I was watching it on TV and 1 (told) my mom I wanted to 
try it so we took some skiing lessons and 1 went to Canada 
(ilympic I’ark and went from there,” he explains. 

If Sean qualifies, he would compete in the Nordic combined 
spring and individual events. 

The competition involves completing two jumps of up to 
105 metres in length. Depending on how well a skier does dur¬ 
ing tile jump (based on form and length), they will he given a 
maximum of 20 points each from five judges. 

Skiers with the most points will get a position closer to the 
front of the pack for the cross-country event, with other com- 
jietitors sometimes being put several seconds to minutes 
liehind the rest. 

Although having a great form while jumping ran help rack 
up points to get a gixxl starting position, ultimately the fust 
person to cross the finish line is crowned the wiiuier. 

Before taking up the sport, Sean had never skied before, but 
that was no deterrent. After starting off on small jumps of 
about five metre's long, he progn'ssed to taking on bills with a 
maximum jump distance of 105 to 150 metres. An average lull 
will lift a skier to a maximum of about 20 feet off the ground. 

He admits some may lie deterred by the height mid sjxhhI 
required in the siKirt, but for him it seemed to come naturally. 

“You liave to have that personality where you just have to go 
for it," he explains. 

Sean is just one of several members of the Nordic 


Combined Quiada team based out of the Altius Nordic Ski 
Club inCalgaiy. It serves as the only Nordic combined team in 
Canada 

Sean says the sport doesn't have a large following in ('anada 
like it does in many European countries, but lie’s hoping that 
will change in the next few years, and especially with the 
event taking centre stage at the' < Hympics in < 'anada 

The club travels across ('anada the United State's ;uiel the* 
world le> train ;mel e - eimpete, but practises primarily at the 1 
Nordic Centre in Canmore. List wee'kend Se'an headed exit to 
Dike' I/tuise to practice his cross-country before heading to 
Whistler for yi't more practise. 

Se'iui has seen his share* etf international e've'iits, including 
trying his luck in the Wetrlel Juniors in Italy in 2007 anel again 
in Holland in 2008 where' he places! 45th overall. This will lx* 
his last ye*ar competing in the juniors. 

“Fetr me that was a pre'lty goexl placing because* that’s the* 
be*st junietrs in the wetrlel and when you say that, that’s quite 
phenomenal to lx 1 able' let elet that.”

Se'an says it will e'ertainly be- a challenge to take on the 1 Ix'st 
competitors worldwiele, but is by net means ele'te'rml. 

In December he* will compete in twei continental e-ups, one 
in l ’tali anel aneither in Whistler and then in January will com¬ 
pete in the Wetrlel Cup also held in WliLstle'r.

This ye'ar’s provincial te'st scores proved Didsbury stu- 
dents to be* e'ithe'r on par or e'xe'e'lling compared to the 
provincial stanelarels. 

Principal Garth Dagg was quite ple*ase>el with the* results. 

“I think with a town this size we’ve done pretty well." 

Dagg was happy w ith the participation levels of the stu¬ 
dents who wrote the exam. He found that overall the 
school achieved close to the same or higher scores than 
the provincial average. The few scores that did seem to 
be slightly below average could also have been because of 
the higher participation the Didsbury students had com¬ 


pared to the provincial average. 

The high participation in the exams was something 
Dagg was quite proud of. 

“It is something nice to see that more and more students 
are writing the exam.. and taking course that many of the 
higher level grades are not required to take." 

Dagg mentioned that they did encourage students to 
take the courses that are not always required to graduate 
high school, such as many of the science courses. He stat¬ 
ed with the new high school coming to Olds he knew that 
there could be some worry about how it would affect the 
Didsbury High School but felt confident with the curricu¬ 
lum they offer and the students’ eagerness in participating 
that there wouldn’t be much change noticed.

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‘Fire in the sky’ over 
Didsbury described as 
falling meteorite

The search is on for what, if anything 
remains of a meteorite that hundreds 
reported seeing fall from the sky last 
Thursday evening. 

The Prairie Meteorite 
Search project is 
reportedly trying to 
zone in on a search 
area for the object that 
witnesses in 

Alberta,Saskatchewan, 
and Manitoba reported 
seeing Nov. 20. 

Hundreds of people 
across the prairies 
reported seeing a mete¬ 
orite fall to earth last 
Thursday night includ¬ 
ing Didsbury resident 
Doug Newton. 

“It was cloudy...all of 
a sudden the sky just lit 
up and it was probably 
the size of a bowling 
ball on fire with this 
long orange tail," recalls Newton. 

Newton had been driving with his son 
into Olds when the sky lit up in the 
colour of orange for what he remembers 
to be a mere few seconds, “it looked like 
it was right in the field to the east." 


Newton’s son asked him if they could 
stop to see where it had landed or to get 
a closer look, but Newton knew it was¬ 
n’t going to be close by, “it’s like a rain¬ 
bow, where it looks like its close by but 
you know it's farther than what you 
think,” adding that he 
had heard people are 
far as Manitoba had 
said it had landed there 
and people in 
Saskatchewan had 
thought it had landed 
there. 

“We thought maybe it 
was a flare or some¬ 
thing but the whole sky 
just lit up,” said 
Newton. 

Newton and his son 
continued to talk about 
it as they drove and fig¬ 
ured it had been a 
meteorite but were not 
for sure as they 
thought that it would 
have fizzled out as it 
got closer. 

“1 was cool to see...I have never seen 
anything like that before." 

If anyone suspects they have found a 
meteorite, they can contact the Prairie 
Meteorite Search through its website 
(www.geo.ucalgary.ca/PMSearch/).

There’s no reason not 
to ask about abuse

A good friend recently told me that in 
order to help those suffering abuse in 
our community, we need to normalize it. 

Not the act, the term. Talking about it 
will help end Isolation and shame. 

Her words were heard but no thought 
ever given to them until I had a minor 
surgical procedure a couple of weeks 

later. 

On one of the many standard pre-op forms sent home after 
the initial consultation, 1 read a question that stopped me in 
my tracks. 

It asktxl if 1 suffer from abuse. 

Heading it with that much time elapsed since my consulta¬ 
tion had the same effect as a bomb going off. The conversa¬ 
tion with my friend flrxxled back into my mind with the feroe- 
ity of the Heft Deer River during the 2005 flood. 

Not because I do, or have ever suffered abuse, but because 
this was the first I had heard that doctors could ask this ques¬ 
tion and get a response. 

Looking at it, then* was no check marked in the lx>x that 
said yes and none in the one that said no. 

No one had even asked me the question. 

In light of my friends remarks alxnit normalizing, the fact 
that no one even asked was t*qually as shocking. What a per¬ 
fect opportunity to broach the subject - normalize it if you 
will. 

Why wouldn't someone take one of the only opportunities 
to respectively broach the subject that is available outside of 
abuse centre circles and designated social workers? 

Because by the time it hits circles like that, things art' bad. 
That's at the |>oint of‘1 have to start from scratch’ - everytliing 
from finances, basic shelter, food, and the legal system to hav ¬ 
ing any reason at all to get out of bed in the morning. 

Add to tluit the physical healing from one too many slaps, 
punches or shoves or the mental rebuilding of even a few 
months of constant undermining that, for even the strongest 
of w ills will liave been broken. 

So much damage. So easily begotten. Influenza pandemic 
nothing. How badly a portion of our population suffers from 
abusive treatment Ls a threat to our economy, happiness and 
basic workings as a society much like widespread sickness 
would be. 

While officials believe a widespread sickness could lx> 
brought under control with enough resources, just ask abuse 
socialists how long the effects of abuse go on for - genera¬ 
tions if left unchecked. 

We have a |>erfect op|x>rt unity here to start making a differ¬ 
ence now. And it comes in the form of an obscure question 
on a David Thompson Health Region patient information 
form. 

No one can predict when the last straw has lxx‘n broken for 
someone suffering abuse. Maylx* it was the yelling at break¬ 
fast or the shove last night. Maybe it was notliing but dial 
huge pit in the bottom of the stomach that just couldn’t stop 
the words from flowing. And they do flow. But too often, they 
come too late. 

How many others didn't get a chance to say something'? 

Just lx’cause there are no visible signs of alius* 1 doesn’t 
mean it isn’t happening. Abuse isn’t always physical. In fart, 
many abusers go straight for the mind - easier to go undetect¬ 
ed in society. 

There Ls obviously a reason why it Ls on the form. Why not 
ask - if obviously legal to do - the question? Ask it all the time, 
no matter what. Make it as normalized as ‘do you smoke?’. 

And while we’re at it, extend the question |>ast medical doc¬ 
tors ()ptoinetrLsls, dentists, lawyers, and chiropractors are in 
tlx* same sort of tmst fxisition - why can’t they ask as well? 
Its everyone’s res|x nisi hi lily to lieconte educated alxiut avail¬ 
able resources. 

They all have mandatory, standardized forms that would 
offer the same convenience 

Normalize it by talking alxiut it. We can all help make it 
happen.

Stop carbon capture subsidy 


Do Albertans really need to subsidize 
the energy industry by $2 billion? Can't 
these companies absorb the cost of 
reducing carbon dioxide emissions by 
using a portion of the huge profits they 
are making? 

Canadian Natural Resources and Petro- 
Canada are two oilsands players in line 
for a portion of this handout. Canadian 
Natural Resources Ltd. reported that its 
2007 profit rose to $2.0 billion from $2.5 
billion in 2006. At Petro-Canada. this 
year's third-quarter profit climbed to 
$1.25 billion from the $776 million 
recorded in the same period a year earli¬ 
er. 

With this order of profits, surely these 
companies could afford to capture, 
transport and store the carbon dioxide 
they are emitting. Alberta taxpayers 
should not be subsidizing this effort. 

The Alberta government needs to set a 
target for carbon emission reduction and 


enforce it. Current emitters should be 
given five years to reduce their emis¬ 
sions by 90%. Large fines should be 
levied to those who do not comply. 
Permits for new energy projects should 
require that greenhouse gas emissions be 
completely eliminated or at least limited 
to 10 % of what current projects are pro¬ 
ducing on the average. This should be 
considered another cost of doing busi¬ 
ness; no subsidies or tax breaks should 
be given. 

If the government proceeds with this 
subsidy then at least it must insist on a 
share of the patents for any new technol¬ 
ogy developed through this program and 
the profits from leasing out this technol¬ 
ogy. Then the $2 billion could be consid¬ 
ered an investment instead of a handout.

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Local plan takes aim at ozone impacts

Limiting the impact of ground-level ozone is the focus 
of an airshed management plan currently being devel¬ 
oped for an area that includes Olds and district. 

An open house last week at the Olds Legion hosted by 
the Parkland Airshed Management Zone (PAMZ) drew a 
small group of stakeholders, municipal officials and 
members of the public to review the process for an 
action plan that will address an increase in the amount 
of ground-level ozone in the airshed that includes all of 
Mountain View County. 

The need to develop a plan was triggered when 
ground-level ozone levels at the two permanent monitor¬ 
ing stations in the 45,000 sq. km management zone 
exceeded 58 parts per billion. The stations are located in 
Red Deer and Caroline. 

According to Jonathan Mackay of Stantee Consulting 
from Edmonton, once the trigger level was exceeded 
PAMZ was required to develop a strategy to manage 
those levels due to standards developed by the 
province's Clean Air Strategy Alliance, an organization 
that oversees air quality issues. 

“We have to determine where ozone comes from and 
how it makes an impact,” he told the group. 

At this time, strategies are being developed to prevent 
the levels of ground-level ozone from increasing. Should 
the levels cross the next Canada-wide threshold of 65 
parts per billion, the province would be obligated to 
introduce more intrusive measures in order to reduce 
the levels of ozone. 

“We haven't crossed that level yet," Mackay said. “That 
is where the government steps in.” 

According to meteorologist Lisa Avis, who works with 
Stantee, there is a difference between the ground-level 


ozone and the more commonly referred to high-level 
ozone layer. 

She said most of the ground-level ozone is the result of 
a reaction when nitrogen oxides and volatile organic 
compounds (VOCs) break down. The most common 
cause of this is when emissions from fossil fuels and 
other pollutants are exposed to IJV rays on warm, still 
days. 

“They chose (to monitor) ozone because it is what we 
see as smog and as pollution ... because it’s visible,” Avis 
explained, adding that ozone’s impact on human health 
also makes it a priority for monitoring. 

She said studies have shown that there are no “safe” 
levels of ground-level ozone and developing plans after 
certain thresholds have been exceeded is designed to 
mitigate that impact on human health. Ground level 
ozone is considered a hazard to human health and can 
have serious consequences to individuals with respirato¬ 
ry conditions as well as those with asthma and to chil¬ 
dren. 

What makes ground-level ozone so dangerous is it acts 
like oxygen and binds to hemoglobin in the body. 

“There is no lower threshold that is safe anymore,” 
Avis said. 

Another reason ozone was selected for monitoring 
was its impact on crop health. Ozone can inhibit proper 
plant growth and can damage leaves and flowers on 
many varieties of crops. 

“It really takes away the oxygen and inhibits your 
plants,” shi‘ offered. 

Meteorology also has an effect on the production of 
ground-level ozone, meeting participants were told. 

Warm days with relatively still air allow the lIV rays to 
react with the VOCs and nitrogen oxides creating ozone. 
With little air movement the ozone cannot be moved 
away from areas where it’s accumulated. 


Kevin Warren, executive director for PAMZ, said the 
airshed plan would be a “living” document and can be 
altered and updated once it’s practically applied and 
measured for effectiveness. 

The group has presented six objectives with a varying 
number of possible options within each objective that 
meeting attendees were asked to prioritize. 

Objectives ranged from human health protection to 
improving communication of the impacts of ozone lev¬ 
els. 

Currently, PAMZ is one of three airsheds in the 
province that are in the process of developing plans. 
Both the Calgary and Edmonton airshed management 
groups are in the process of doing the same planning as 
the west-central Alberta group after their ozone levels 
exceeded the threshold. 

According to Avis, what set the PAMZ region apart is 
that some of its monitored days where levels were 
exceeded occurred at the rural monitoring station in the 
Sundre-Caroline region. 

“There weren't a lot of rural monitoring stations in the 
past,” she said. 

However, one of the major objectives of the plan is 
continued and expanded monitoring at a variety of loca¬ 
tions throughout the zone. 

PAMZ is a multi-stakeholder, non-profit society estab¬ 
lished in 1997 that features members from provincial 
government agencies, local government, industry and 
the general public. 

The report will be submitted to Alberta Environment 
for approval by the end of December. 

Warren said they don’t expect any serious revisions or 
alterations considering Alberta Environment officials 
are already part of the group developing the plan. 

As well, he said work is already underway in address¬ 
ing the ground-level ozone in the region.

Cremona speed limit reduction 
considered 

Cremona council is expected to request the speed 
limit he lowered to 80 km/h along Ilwy. 580 between the 
village limits and the cemetery. 

Currently, the speed limit throughout Cremona is 80 
km/hr, however when one leaves heading east, the limit 
increases to 100 km/h for a short time before dropping 
sharply to 45 km/h while rounding the curve just before 
t he cemetery. 

The village will work together with Mountain View 
County to submit a request to Alberta Transportation 
and Infrastructure. 

Lofstrom said the idea to lower the speed limit was 
suggested due to the number of vehicle rollovers and 
accidents at the corner. 

“There have been quite a few accidents... I would 
think it's quite a sharp corner and a steep embank¬ 
ment." 

Lofstrom said a speed limit of about 80 km/h would 
be preferred. 

Lofstrom hopes this gradual reduction in speed will 
cause drivers to enter the village limits at a more rea¬ 
sonable speed and actually abide by the village’s 80 
km/li speed limit. 

“When you’re going 100 km/h and you come to a 80 
km/hr speed zone, it’s quite a steep reduction, so when 
you go 50 km/h you think you’ve slowed down but 
you’re still speeding in Cremona.” 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Kevin O'Dwyer agrees the speed 
reduction would be a good idea and would certainly 
help keep vehicles on the road. 

Within the last several months the corner has been 
the site of several accidents including a truck rollover 
and an incident where three occupants were ejected 
from a vehicle. 

In June, a driver who stole a vehicle from Sundre, 
careened off the road at the corner and then proceeded 
through a grassy field for 100 metres before crashing 
through the steel gate of the cemetery where it came to 
rest propped up against a row of trees and bushes. 

“If (drivers) don’t slow down enough for the curve 
they’re going over the end and that’s where we’ve had a 
lot of these accidents, so 1 think it’s a good move," said 
O’Dwyer. 

Council is expected to review the suggestion at next 
month's council meeting.

MVC fire ban lifted

Due to the recent precipitation, and cooler weather 
conditions, a fire ban issued Nov. 18, 2008 lifted last 
week for Mountain View County. 

Mountain View County recommends taking the fol¬ 
lowing precautions if a controlled burn is planned: 

• ( all local Ini' dispatch toll-free at 1-888- 00 9-3822 
prior to igniting your controlled burn, and provide local 
fire dispatch with the following details: Your name, 
location of the fire (provide a legal land description/ 
rural address), your contact phone number, the time 
tin* fire will commence, and a prominent local land¬ 
mark near the burn location. 

• During the burn, keep a phone, rake, shovel, con¬ 
tainers of water and an extinguisher nearby; 

• Ensure a hose is within reach of your fire, so you 
quickly can put out spot fires caused by embers. 
Consider the prevailing wind direction, and clearances 
from buildings and vehicles to avoid fire spread. 

• Always stop burning if your smoke obstructs any 
road or highway. 

• When you are done burning, be sure to double¬ 
check, and make sure your fire is extinguished before 
you leave, and call toll-free 1-888-UD9-8822 to let dis¬ 
patch know your burn has concluded. 

If dry, windy conditions resume, a fire ban may be 
issued.

Curlers looking to fine-tune their delivery skills got a 
special treat last Saturday when Olympic Team Canada 
curling bronze medal winner, Amy Nixon, stopped by 
Carstairs to lend a helping hand. 

Nixon, who competed alongside teammates Shannon 
Kleibrink, Jamie Korab and Sandra Jenkins, defeated 
Norway during the 2006 Turon Olympic Games to take 
a third place finish. 

Nixon told a curious crowed of listeners that her 
time spent at the games was one of the most amazing 
things she’s ever done, despite the arduous amount of 
work and practice that went into it. 

“It’s such an incredible experience to go to the 
Olympics, such a privilege to represent Canada, but 
also such an incredible amount of pressure." 

Nixon’s curling roots began in Regina when she* was 
10 years old. She started league play when she was 14 
under the guidance of her father. She later moved to 
Calgary—w here she currently resides—when she was 
17 to go to university to become a lawyer. 

Nixon opted to visit the Carstairs Community 
Curling Rink on the request of her father in-law, Kirk 
Westlund, who resides in Carstairs and who con¬ 
tributes frequently to the rink. 

With the 2010 Winter Olympic Games in Vancouver 
just around the corner, Nixon said the team has been 
hitting the rink on a regular basis; with 60 games of 
practice so far. 

The team still has a year to prepare before trials

begin in December 2009, leaving the selected team 
with about six weeks before they begin Olympic play. 
Nixon elaborated on Canada’s history of selecting its 
curling teams so close to the start of the games. 

“The issue has been thus far that the curlers have 
been doing well enough that the Canadian Curling 
Association is left to their own devices to qualify those 
teams." 

She added that she doesn’t mind the short time frame 
because it allows athletes to focus on the game at 
hand, rather then giving players months or even a year 
or more to continuously rethink strategies or develop 
unnecessary concerns. 

Furthermore, she said that if trials were held several 
months back, it might prevent many athletes, including 
her, from participating. 

“Unless (they paid) a little more support money to us 
athletes (most) couldn't do it. I work full time as a City 
of Calgary lawyer, and if 1 was qualified I’d have to 
take a year leave of absence.” 

Disregarding other competitions in the year, the 2006 
Olympics alone required her to take 40 days off work. 

“Every decision that 1 make pretty much goes curling 
first," explaines Nixon. 

When questioned about the popularity of curling in 
Canada, and especially small rural communities, she 
says the sport has the unique ability to attrac t people 
of all ages and levels of fitness, something many other 
sports can’t do. 

“1 think that curling is definitely less active and a 
slower game, but I think what can be attractive is that 
it’s always changing, it’s always different; the strategy 
is really interesting, it's sort of chess on ice."
